The condition of thsss miners is bnt 


a, criterion of tha condition oi many 
chonsands in the western Pennsylvania 
mining regions,-\vhere scores of mines 
aro idle. When tha men -work,Hbey get 
about §1.10 per day, bnt are cot able to 
purchase tho necessaries of life, flanr 
and coffee beiug tins staple articles of 
diet. Thia condition is almost the rale 
among the miners about Fmleyyille, 
Tfaay have been too proud to call for 
help. Drs. W. C. Bryant and J. F. llc- 
Gre-w said today that while the miners 
wero not starving they were nezc door 
to it. There is no money for medicines, 
and such as tbe sick receive are given 
them by phy.-dcirtijs. 


The -wife of Rev. & A. Hnnter, the 


only minister at FinleyTille, said todny 
that the children vvers without shoes or 
clothing, and that money had been ex- 
pended by few miners this winter for 
clothing.
